Insurance Increase 

New York.—More than 200,000 
employes of General Motors Corp. 
will receive a 40 per cent increase 
in accident and health benefits 
under the corporation’s group in- 
surance plan, it is announced, At 
no additional cost to the employes, 
GM is increasing such benefits 
from $10 to $14 a week. 


GM Sales 

New York.—General Motors re- 
ports 27,495 car and truck units 
sold overseas during February, 2 
decrease of 1.5 per cent from Feb- 
ruary sales last year. 


Studebaker Gains 

South Bend.—Paul G. Hoffman, 
president of the Studebaker Corp., 
reports the sale of 2,798 cars and 
trucks in the first 10 days of 
March, compared with 2,206 in 
the corresponding period of 1936. 
This brings sales for the year to 
18,502, an increase of 28 per cent 
over the same period last year. 


Hudson Earnings 


Detroit.—A. E. Barit, president 
of the Hudson Motor Car Co., 
states in a preliminary report 
that the net earnings of the com- 
pany may exceed $3,000,000 for 
1936, as compared with $584,749 in 
1935. Net working capital at the 
end of 1936 will be over $12,000,- 
000, an increase of $2,225,000 over 
1935, he said. 


Anti-Coercion Bill 
Albany. — Contracts, containing 
provisions for financing the retail 
sale .of motor vehicles through 
any particular person or class of 
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which specifies that the union representing the majority 
of workers be recognized as the bargaining agency for 
all workers. Judge Allan Campbell who heard the request 
for an injunction ruled that the mere fact that the 
Chrysler Corp. may not have compiled with the Wagner 
act did not deprive it of its right to have its properties 
returned and did not give the union the right to seize the 
properties of the corporation. Judge Campbell made it

Further delay by the United States Su- 
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Wagner Bill preme Court in announcing its decision 
Ruling on the validity of the Wagner Act was in- 
Delayed evitable Monday as the court recessed for 











10 days without taking action. At the 
time of the recess, however, the court rejected appeals on 
eight additional cases involving the Wagner Bill which 
has led to some speculation regarding the pending de- 
cision. In some circles this move on the part of the court 
is interpreted as indicating the court will uphold certain 
sections of the law, while others believe that the rejection 
of the eight cases may indicate that the court already has 
decided that the act is unconstitutional and therefore 
could see no point in covering ground already covered. In 
view of the union stand in the Chrysler case an early 
decision would do much to clear the atmosphere one way 
or the other.

De- 
spite the shutdown, however, this week’s estimate is about 
10,000 units above the corresponding week in 1936, ac- 
cording to the comparisons instituted in tcday’s issue. 
The total in the same week last year was 93,927 units. 
General Motors continues to lead the group estimates 
this week, with a total of 49,980 units, up slightly from a 
week ago. Chevrolet again tops the GM group, being ex- 
pected to produce around 30,000 units this week, the same 
figure reported for the previous week. In second place 
is Pontiac with 6,500, against a revised total of 6,427 units 
last week; Oldsmobile is third with 6,000; Buick fourth 
with 5,980, up slightly over the previous week; and Cad- 
illac-LaSalle last with 1,500. The Ford group holds second 
place, with 33,775, Ford producing about 33,000 units, up 
slightly over the previous week, and Lincoln around 775. 
Among the independents, Packard has hiked its output 
to 3,300 units, up about 50. Nash holds the next position 
with 2,320 units estimated for the week. Following in 
order are Willys, with 2,233 units; Studebaker, 2,118; 
Graham, 525, and Cord, 40. Miscellaneous groups accounts 
for around 9,000.
